Made of 
10 karat gold, the pin receives its de- 
sign from one which was awarded the 
Alumni Association in the late 1800's. 
The last known date of the award was 
1895 prior to the college’s affiliation 
with the University of Chicago. 

The class of 1917 now numbers 53. 
It is hoped that a large number of the 
alumni will be able to attend the re- 
union luncheon June 20 in Atlantic 
City during the American Medical As- 
sociation meeting.

Alumni Asked to Aid in Memorabilia Search 
As Work Begins on Rush History Exhibition 


The history of Rush Medical College 
and its influence on Chicago medicine 
will be the theme of an exhibit at Pres- 
byterian-St. Luke’s hospital this sum- 
mer. 

Members of the Alumni Association 
are being asked to provide information 
as to the location and availability of 
items to be included in the exhibit. 

The exhibit is being built around 
“The Story of Rush Medical College” 
published in 1953 and written by the 
late Dr. Ernest E. Irons, emeritus pro- 
fessor of medicine and dean of students 
and faculty 1923-36. 

Among the items available currently 
for display are copies of the Rush Col- 
lege charter, photos of the college build- 
ings in 1844, 1855, 1871, 1872 (the 
college under the sidewalk), and 1874, 
a medallion presented to Dr. Frank 
Billings in 1924, a microscope presented 
to Dr. N. S. Davis by the class of 1852, 


and various other items. 

Formal portraits of faculty members 
and graduates which currently hang in 
the Rush Medical Library will also ap- 
pear in the exhibit. These include Daniel 
Brainard, Frank Billings, Nicholas 
Senn, James V. Z. Blaney, Arthur Dean 
Bevan, James B. Herrick, Joseph W. 
Freer, and De Laskie Miller. 

Additional items needed for the ex- 
hibit are mementos, awards, newspaper 
clippings, class photos, or anything that 
applies to the history of Rush. Any 
items sent for the exhibit should be 
properly identified. If the name and ad- 
dress of the sender is attached to the 
item it will be returned. Historical pic- 
tures will be copied and returned im- 
mediately.

Kin Learn Heritage Not Forgotten 


Although the class of 1942 was the 
last to graduate from Rush Medical Col- 
lege, the history of the college is still 
very much alive. On January 4, Mrs. 
Walter O. Wilson, of Farmington, Con- 
necticut, wrote Rush Medical College 
requesting information about a portrait 
of her grandfather Dr. DeLaskie Miller 
which had been presented to the college 
in 1894. 

She had read of the portrait in a book 
entitled “A Group of Distinguished 
Physicians and Surgeons of Chicago.” 
She also requested any additional in- 
formation that the College might have. 

The letter was directed to Dr. James 
Merricks, secretary-treasurer of the 
Rush Alumni. He knew that the portrait 
was still hanging in the Rush Library

on the first floor of the Rawson Build- 
ing. He also asked William Kona, med- 
ical librarian, to research material on 
Dr. Miller’s career. 

Dr. Miller joined the college in 1859 
in the obstetrical chair. He served as 
secretary of the faculty from 1863 until 
LS77. 

Dr. Miller was elected emeritus pro- 
fessor of Rush in 1889. He was elected 
president of the Board of Trustees for 
the College in 1892. He also served 
as president of the Gynecological Soci- 
ety in 1881, president of the Ninth 
International Medical Congress in 
1887, and editor of the Chicago Med- 
ical Journal. 

Dr. Merricks had a full color copy of 
the portrait made in the Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital photographic de- 
partment and sent it to Mrs. Wilson with 
a complete resume on Dr. Miller’s 
tenure with Rush and a faculty roster. 

Mrs. Wilson recently wrote in part, 
“Thank you very much for your kind 
and satisfactory letter. I am so glad to 
have the information about my grand- 
father and to know that the “archives” 
of the college have the information 
about him. 

“He lived with my family for some 
years during my childhood, so I had the 
privilege of close companionship with 
him. I often heard him talk with the 
then practicing physicians who had been 
students under him.”

Stevens ‘99 Recalls Early Texas Practice 


Nobody is interested in a 93 year old 
alumnus. At least, that is what Dr. 
Bramwell F. Stevens °99 (El Paso, 
Texas) thinks. But we received a clip- 
ping from the El Paso Times which 
makes very interesting reading. 

In 1901, Dr. Stevens was given six 
years to live as a victim of Bright’s 
disease. He moved to El Paso because 
he was told that a warm climate would 
help prolong his life. It must have 
worked because on May 1 he will 
celebrate his 93rd birthday. 

When he arrived in El Paso, doctors 
and nurses were badly needed and med- 
ical facilities were generally inadequate. 
There were no antibiotics, antiseptics or 
vaccines for smallpox, diptheria, ty- 
phoid and dysentery. 

He remembers, “We had to improvise 
and sterilize our own suture materials. 
We purchased violin E strings and 
soaked them in alcohol, iodine and ether 
for a month. 

“The chloroform used in surgery was 
responsible for one death per 1,000 
patients. I introduced the use of ether 
via the drop method and the mortality 
rate went down to one in 5,000.” 

He recalls with some pride that he 
was one of the first three doctors in El 
Paso to make his calls in an automobile. 
He says, “That 1905 Maxwell was in- 
finitely better than the horse and buggy 
rig I had been using. You did not have 
to worry about its running away or being 


stolen. It was a tremendous improve- 
ment.” 

Dr. Stevens retired from his general 
and surgical practice in 1957. Over the 
years, he held office as president, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the El Paso Med- 
ical Society. He was also company 
surgeon for the El Paso Electric Com- 
pany and chief of staff at County 
Hospital and Hotel Dieu. 

Dr. Stevens married a young nurse 
in 1924 who also came to El Paso for 
her health. They are still happily mar- 
ried and they spend their time taking 
rides in the country and visiting old 
friends. Dr. Stevens enjoys watching 
television and reading the newspapers.

Dr. Jules Stein Becomes Mr. Show Biz

Jules Stein ’22 
(Los Angeles, 
California) has 
become known 
as ‘‘Mr. Show 
Business” to en- 
tertainment insiders according to a story 
by the Associated Press. 

Now 70, Dr. Stein is the founder and 
chairman of MCA, Inc., a holding com- 
pany for a $200,000,000 a year enter- 
tainment, real estate, and banking 
empire. It is the parent firm of Univer- 
sal Television, Decca Records, and 
several other enterprises. 

While Dr. Stein was a student at 
Rush, he worked his way through school 
by playing the violin and saxaphone. 
After a year at the University of Vienna, 
he became chief resident opthalmologist 
at Cook County Hospital. 

In his spare time he used to book 
bands and conceived the idea of travel- 
ing dance bands. The idea proved so 
successful that he founded the Music

Corporation of America in 1924. A year 
later he gave up his medical practice. 

“Over the years we handled 600 
bands and represented about 75 per cent 
of the great artists in the entertainment 
field,” said Dr. Stein. “Among them 
were people like Edgar Bergen, Bette 
Davis, Clark Gable, Jack Benny and 
Jimmy Stewart.” 

Dr. Stein feels that his Rush educa- 
tion has helped him in the entertainment 
business.
